IN THE CIRCUIT COURT. 


FAGIN ESTATE IS PLAINTIFF. 


Alleged That the Dead Miller Was Un- 
duly Influenced in the Transac- 
tion by His Son-in Law. 


A suit involving the title of the Fagin 
property, on Olive street, near Eighth 
etreet, was filed fm the Circuit Court Mon- 
day morning by Attorneys Seddon & Bia'r, 
representing the Union Trust Co., adm-nis- 
trators of the estate of Aaron W, Fagin. 

The sutt is directed against the Vandalia 
Investment Co., Burlington Building Co., 
Connecticut Investment Co., Mississippi 
Valley Trust Co., Willlam P. Nelson, Otto 
1. Mersman, John T. Davis and Samuel 


Cc. Davis. 

Mr. Fagin was the President of the Fagin 
Building Co. and held all but two shares of 
the stock in the concern. The Fagin Build- 
“ing Co., or Mr. Fagin, held a ninety-nine 
year lease upon three pieces of property, ag- 
gregating eighty-five feet, Upon this ground 
the Fagin Building, the most grotesque 
piece of architecture in St. Louis, was 
erected, at a cost of $150,000, and Mr. Fagin 
held an option, by which he could purchase 
the ground at any time for ,000. 

On July 18, 189%, Mr. Fagin entered into 
an agreement with William P. Nelson and 
Otto L. Mersman, the real estate men, by 
which he agreed to sell to them his yA ny 
and the leaseholds for the sum of ,000, 
of which $85,000 was to be paid in cash, and 
$115,000 in deferred payments, to be secured 
by a deed of trust upon the leases. Nel- 
son & Mersman were also to pay the taxes 
and an annual rental of $12,500. 

At the time the agreement was made, the 
Manchester Savings Bank of Manchester 
N. H., as security for a debt of $75,000. held 
1,000 shares of . Fagin’s stock., It is 
claimed that the contract with Nelson & 
Mersman was made without the knowledge 
or consent of the Board of Directors of the 
Fagin Building Company or the Manchester 
Savings Bank. 

The Union Trust Co. estates that Nelson 
& Mersman caused to be incorporated the 
Vandalia Investment Co., with Ashbel L. 
Fields, Daniel G. Taylor and Isaac T. Cook 
as “straw” stockholders and directors. The 
same men also o ized the Connecticut 
Investment Co. with. @ capital stock of

& Mersman, while Taylor was the 

attorney for the firm,and the petition states 

that both companies were under the con- 
trol of the real estate men. 

On July 29, the transfer of the lease- 
holds to Nelson Mersman was made. On 
the same day Nelson & Mersman exercised 
their right of option, and bought the prop- 
erty for $130,000 from the reversionary own- 
ers 


On the game day the property was trans- 
ferred to the Vandalia Co. otherwise Fields, 
Cook & Taylor. The Vandalia Co. in turn 
transferred the property to Fields for what 
was supposed to be.a consideration of $450,-

ninety-nine-year lease upon the property to 
the Connecticut company. The Connecti- 
cut company then gave . Fagin notes ag- 
eregating $106,000, and transferred a deed of 
trust upon the leasehold to the Mississippi

A number of 
companies were formed during the nego- 
tiatione, but Mr. Fagin had full knowledge 
of them. As he was over 21 years of age, 
he was supposed to know what he was do- 
ing. Besides, he had his son-in-law, Mr. 
Metcalffe, to look after his interests. 

‘Mr. Fagin never did own the lot on which 
the building stands.He merely had an option 
on it at a cheap price and this we bought 
from him. He owned the building and his

I: not infrequently nappens that 
half the session expires before the General 
Assembly begins in earnest to take up the 
work it has to do, These delays, so fre- 
quently prolonged without apparent reason, 
result in postponing the important work 
of the body until near the close of the ses- 
sion, when members, having grown weary 
and impatient, become anxious to return 
to their homes and private affairs. The 
Legislature is then in poor condition to 
transact business with the intelligent and 
deliberate care that should characterize the 
proceedings of such a body. This condi- 
4ion results inevitably in great confusion, 
when not only are mistakes apt to be made 
end the most Important matters neglected, 
but it furnishes an opportunity for the 
echeming lobbyist to score h‘s triumphs. 

Partisanship should be moderated if not 
suppressed and unseemly strife should be 
avoided. Guided by patriotism and common 
eense we should go forward with our work 
like practical men moving with dignity, 
courage and confidence. Let us not strive 
to ste how many laws we can pass, but 
rather endeavor to prove how good We can 
make our legislation. Let ug first take up 
those matters of the greatest moment "Td 
of the moat imposing import, and, by co-op- 
eration, jabor to accomplish results as near- 
ly satisfactory as poss-blie. 

Yon are already informed by the message 
of Gov. Stone that at the very threshold of 
the ensuing biennial period, we are con- 
fronted with a fiseal condition that may 
prove embarrassing unless we proceed with 
the greatestcare and devise some remedy 
to re'leve the situation. Dur'ng the last two 
years the outgo ng administration has bee. 
hard pressed to make the revenue collect- 
ed meet the demands’ created by 
the last appropriations, Ii- is a eub- 
ject with which I am tolerably fam!liar by 
reason of my connection with the T easury, 
and it is sufficient for me to say that I ‘n- 
dorse the observations and recommenda- 
tions made by the Governor. This s a ma’- 
ter to which we must address ourse'ves at 
once and I invite your earnest ass‘stance in 
solving the problem and in removing the 
diff:culties in our pith. 


Rigid Economy. 


The most rigid economy must be prac- 
ticed by all departments. not only because 


it is right as a governmental policy, but 
more especially because ‘t is imporative'y 


demanded by the exigencies confronting 
It is my op'n’on that under the preva'lirg 
gold standard and firancial pol'cies of the 
Federal government, general business condi- 
tions will not ma‘erially or permanently im- 
prove, but on the contrary we can rea*on- 
ably anticipate a continuance of this expe- 
r'ence which has so distressed the country 
in recent’ years. I see nothing in the im- 
mediate fulure to warrant a swbstantial 
hope for better times. It !s the vart of wis- 
dom that the representatives of the people 
should keep these things in mind when 
they come to provide for the public revenue 
and to make appropr’ationg; hut no matter 
how economically we may adm'‘nister the 


affairs of the State, the constantly growing 


needs of the public service incident to a 
large increase in population and bua'ness de- 
velopments make it imposs'ble that appro- 
priations should be confined to the present 
volume of business if that volume should 
remain stationary,.as it w'll. subs:antially, 
in the absence of further legislation. There 
is a pos'tive necessity for an increase in the 
treasury receipts, This I believe can be 
done in a measure, as in my judgment it 
should be, by such amendments and add- 
tions to the tax laws as will decrease the 
burdens of farming and kindred industries 
and impoge a taxation on those who are 
enjoying public franchises and special priv- 
ileges granted to them by law, and for 
which,.under existing conditions, they make 
no adequate returns. But, whatever you 
may deem it most wise to do, the s‘tuation 
is one which presents a legislative subject 
of the first importance and iis consideration 
should not ‘be delayed. 

Passing from this. I desire to suegest 
several other subjects which I regard as of 
paramount importance and to which I in- 
vite your most thoughtful attention. I 
recommend the establishment of a banking 
bureau, and that the office of Banking 
Commissioner be created. This officer 
should be given charge and supervision of 

rivate banks, and all banks organized un- 

er State laws, building and loan associa- 
tions and trust companies. The compen- 
sation of this officer should be sufficient to 
engage a class of talent equal to the im- 
portance of the work, and the expense of 
the bureau should be met by a tax levied 
in some proper form on the institutions 
committed to its management. In my judg- 
ment the law as it now stands, scattering 
the control of these institutions throughout 
the various departments of the State gov- 
ernment, is crude in conception, imperfect 
in form and unsatisfactory in practice. The 
duties and responsibilities of the officers 
and directors of banking Institutiongshould 
be better defined and their liabilitiesto de- 
positors and creditors should be more thor- 
ey understood. In this connection I 
willl say I be!'eve the statute definine ‘he 

wers of trust companies is objectionable 

cause it confers upon them a hidi.s.uwdé 
of privileges. It authorizes them to en- 

age in business as trustees, and to jeopar- 

.ze tryst funds by becoming sureties on all 
kinds of official and judicial bonds, and by 
guaranteeing the fidelity of public officers 
and the financial agents of private individ- 
‘uale. It also authorizes them to buy and 
sell real estate, and engage in the banking 
business and to become heavy borrowers 
vastly in excess of their capital, 


Law Revision. 


The next regular ses‘ion of the General 
Assembly, which will meet in January, 1892, 
w.ll be the revising session. Under the 
constitution that session can s‘t for 10 
days at % per diem. it is almo:t imros- 
sible for such.a body to revise the entire 
code of laws with any degree of satisfaciton. 
Past experience proves this. ‘The revi-cion 
of 1889 compares favorably with dormer ges- 
sions, but it is full of contridict.ons, inc. m- 
plete, inadequate and uncertain. It is in 
every respect desirable that.a suitable plan 
be devised and put in operation by the pres. 
en. Legt:lature to secure an adequate, tror- 
Ough and sy-tematic revision of ail ine atat- 
ute laws of the State to be submitted to the 
Fortieth General Assembly for rev lew, 
edoption and publication as revised statuces 
of 1899. I believe that the law should au- 
thorize the appointment of a cc Mmissi-a, 
to be composed of three able and expert- 
enced lawyers, for the purpose of preparing 
a@ revision to be submitted to the next Gen- 
eral Assembly. These men should be Ap- 
pointed for two years, at such a salary as 


_ would inture the best class c’ legal talent 


for the work. It should be made the duty 


“of all State, county and munic!pal officials 


to furnish the committee with any data in 
their possession when called for, and to 
otherwise ald them in every proper way. 
In this way, far better than in any oth- 
er, in my opinion, a revision can be made 
and the laws perfected. I have no doubt 
whatever that the expense of the commission 
would be saved many times over b the re- 
suits of its work. l am strenathened in 
the views here expre ‘sed, and am led earn- 
estly to commend this plah to your favor be.

Some provision should be made 
for their systematic and permanent im- 
provement, and I commend the matter to 
your serious considerat’‘on. 

The question of er'minal costs merits your 
earnest attention. These costs have grown 
to alarm‘ngly enormous proportions, and a 
cons derable portion of the State’s revenue 
ig required to liquidate them. I ask your 
attention to proper leg slation by correcting 
this constantly increasing demand upon ou’ 


funds. 
The Constitution. 


Many of the most eminent jurists of the 
State and a large number of prominent citi- 
zens have expressed to me the opinion that 
a convention should be called at an early 
date to revise the Const! ution, I am rot 
certain that such a convention is necessary, 
but whether so or not is a question, I le- 
lieve, of sufficient importance’'o merit your 
careful attention. The present Constitution 
was adopted over twenty years ago. it hus 
many exceilent provis'ons which should be 
preserved, bur it also has many prov:sions 
that might, as I beleve, be expunged or 
meterially changed to the advantage of the 
State. I concur in the view that our fund?- 
mental law should be liberalized in some 
direc ions and broadened in its general 
scope 80-as to adapt itself better to ihe re- 
qu:rements of the present day. Some nave 
expressed an apprehension that it might be 
unsafe 'o attempt to remodel the Constitu- 
tion, although it is admittedly imperfect and 
inadequate; but when we remember that 
any change the convention might propose 
could not be made effec ive until adopted 
by the people, I see no reason for apprehet- 
sion. he pecple can certainly both trust 
and take care of themselves. ! at least hope 
that the General Assembly will take his 
matter under advisement and give it such 
deliberation as it mey deserve. 


In conclusion let me again remind you 
that to you and to me have the dearest 
interests of the people been intrusted. I 


have an abiding faith ‘hat we shall be able 
to rise above party zeal and factional spirit 
in a heirty co-operation for the promotion 
of those interests. It is only by so doing 
that we can merit the confidence which has 
been reposed in us and preserve consciences 
void of offense. Appreciating the grave re- 
a gen of my position and fuily sen- 
sible of my own infirmities, I trust our 
Heavenly Father will guide me to see the 
right and give me the courage to do it. 
We must at all times remember our egrate- 
ful dependence upon that Supreme Being 
without whose guidance and help we can- 
accomplish nothing great and good. I in- 
voke upon our great and beloved State and 
all of our people and your actions the bless- 
ings of Almighty God.

First—It establishes a high court of arbi- 
This commission is composed of 
three members of the Supreme Court of 
the.

Second—The treaty is to be operative for 
the period of five years from the date of 
the exchange of ratifications. 

Third—The Court of Arbitration shall have 
exclusive jurisdiction over all questions be- 
tween the two countries on which differ- 


during the life of the treaty, with the ex- 
ception of the Bering Sea question and the 
Venezuelan dispute. 

Fourth—No dispute involving national 
honor or sovereignty is to be submitted to 
the Arbitration Commission. 

It is further agreed that the member sug- 
gested by Venezuela shall be a citizen of 
the United States. 

No furtner step will be taken by Sir 
Julian Peuncefote and Minister Andrada 
until after the ratification of the boundary 
treaty by the Venezuelan Congress, which 
is to meet next month. 


While full detatis are not yet obtainable, 
it can be stated that ample provision has 
been made to guard against a failure of the 
arbitrators to agree through a tie vote. 
Proper provision has been made in such 
case for reference of the matter to a decid- 
ing authority. It was Secretary Olney’s 
insistence upon the absolute necessity of 
guarding against a tie vote which led to a 
delay tf the final draft of the treaty after

It is learned that King Oscar of Sweden 
has been selected, and will be named in 
the general arbitration treaty as the 
final arbitrator in case of a tie vote by the 
arbitration tribunal on any matter.

Simple Services Emphasize the Pomp 
: and Glitter That Preceded and 
Followed Them.

SPRINGFIELD, TIL, Jan. :11.—John Riley 
Tanner is Governor of Illinois, being sworn 
in before Chief Justice Magruder of : 
Supreme Court at noon, in the presence of 
over 2,000 people in Representatives Hall. 

When Shadrach Bond was elected Iili- 
nois’ first Governor there was no blare of 
trumpets, display of bunting or turnout of 
State militia. He simply mounted his o!d 
roan filly and rode down to Kaskaskia, 


was sworn in, took possession of his Iitte 
two-by-four office and went about his bus- 
iness. His salary was small, 
$1,000 per year. ; 

Just forty years ago occurred the inaugur- 
ation of the first Governor Illinois ever 
had. The one of to-day was the most bril- 
lHiant affair ever attempted, and certainly 
overshadowed all the other thirty-nine put 
together—and then some to spare. 

efore the day had fairly broken, people 

from surrounding towns and cities began ar- 
riving, and by noon there were fully 50,000 
Strangers on the streets of Springfield. Long 
before the parade started standing room in 
and around the Public Square was not to Be 
had for love or money. Tindows, treetops, 
housetops and other unusual places, were 
stacked with men and boys, and in many 
places women and girls, all bent on seeing 
the parade and State officials. 


scarcely 


The review stand was located on the 
south side of the Public Square and was oc- 
ecupied by Gov.-elect and Mrs. Tanner and 
other State officials and their wives. When 
Gov. Tanner took his place in the rev'ew 
stand hats came off and lusty cheers emi- 
nated from the throats of the thousands 
crowded around, irrespective of political 
relations Gov. Tamner bowed to the multi- 
tude, in acknowledgment of the good will 
so stentoriously accorded him. The mil tary 
division formed on Seventh street, with its 
right resting on Adams street. The civic 
division formed on Seventh street, with ‘ts 
right resting on Adams street, and its left 
extending north on Seventh and west on 
Washington street. 

Promptly at 10:45 a. m. the signal gun an- 
nounced the moving of the column. As the 
column passed west on Adams street the 
official occupants of the review stand rcse 
to their feet, surrounding Mr. and Mrs. Tan- 
‘ner, who stood atthe front railing of the 
stand. The Governor's head was bared and 
a amile of pleasure played over his features 
and those of h's charming wife, who waved: 
a bunch of roses, which she held in her 
hand. The procession passed west to Fourth 
street and south on Fourth street to Mon- 
roe street, east on Monroe street to Sixth 
street, south on Sixth to Cook street, east 
on Cook to Seventh etreet, south on Sev- 
enth street to Allen, west on Allen street to 
Sixth street, north on Sixth to Douglas 
street, west on Dougias to ‘Fourth street, 
north on Fourth to Capitol avenue, west on 
Capitol avenue to Second street, and thence 
north to the entrance of the State-house 
yard. 

By the time that the head of the proces- 
sion had reached the State House grounds 
entrance, the streets leading to the Capitol 
were thronged with people who were eagerly 
hurrying to join the crowd that had al- 
ready assembled about the huge building. 

The right of the Military Division rested 
at the north entrance of the State House 
and the entire division wheeled to the left 
with an imposing regimental front. The 
Civic Division formed on the’ right and 
left in open order, and carriages which 
brought Gov. Tanner and the State of- 
ficers from the review stand passed be- 
tween the ranks thus formed. 

Mounted troops acted as escort to the 
Governor and State officers, and the mem- 
bers of Gov, Tanner’s old regiment, the 
Ninety-eighth Illinois, acted as his per- 
sonal escort. ad 


The inaugural ceremonies, though simple 
in form, were solemn and impressive, and 
as the State officers-elect, accompanied by 
their wives, entered the Auditorium of the 
House of Representatives, a silence pre- 
vailed that was broken only by ‘the distant 
deep reverberating intonations of the guns 
of Battery D, Illinois National Guard, that 
were firing the Governor's salute. As the 
State officers-elect passed into the Audi- 
torilum they were met and escorted by their 
predecessors and their wives and the party 
passed <0 the bar of the House, before 
which the officers-elect and their wives 
ranged in the following order to the right:

Gov. Tanner raised his right hand and 

steadily gazed into the eyes of Chief Justice 
Magruder while the oath was being repeated, 
and at tts conclusion he bowed his head as a 
oy that he reverentially accepted the 
hight position of public trust bestowed upon 
him. After all the officers-elect had been 
sworn, the entire standing party, with the 
exception of Gov. Tanner, took seats that 
had n reserved, and Hon, John R. Tan- 
ner, Governor of Illinois, delivered his 
inaugural address. 


Immediately after the inauguration the 
Btate officers held a public reception in the 
Governor's room. Gov. Tanner headed the 
line of officers, which was formed diago- 
nally across‘the room. For fully two hours 
the crowd jostled good-naturedly with one 
another in their effort to ehake the hands 
of the new officers. The entrance in the 
east corridor was thronged with the surg- 
ing crowd waiting to be admitted. A 
temporary bridge was constructed from one 
of the large windows in the Governor's

The House of Representataives will he 
transformed to-night into a ball room of 
exquisite beauty, the decorations, being 
elaborate and in good taste. 

Long after the ceremonies attending the 
inauguration had passed, thousands of peo- 
ple held advantageous positions within the 
big building, evidently. bent upon being 
“‘next’’ when the ball should open to-night. 
The floor of the House of Representatives 
has been waxed to a surface as sleek as 
glass itself, and will present one of the 
most appropriate and elegant dancing 
floors imaginable. 

This will close the inauguration of John 
Riley Tanner. He and Mrs. Tanner will 
take possession of the Executive Mansion 
to-night, and for the first time will occupy 
it as their home for the ensuing four years.

LEADERS OF BOTH PARTIES DIS- 
TRUSTED BY THE PEOPLE. 


POPULAR IMPATIENCE GROWS. 


The Procrastinating Policy of Capt.- 
Gen. Weyler in Cuba Is Bit- 
terly Resented. 


* NEW YORK, Jan. 11.—A dispatch to the 
Herald from Madrid says: 

The popular imoatience with the Govern- 
ment because of the failure to suppress the 
rebellions in Cuba and the Phillipine Islands 
is da‘ly increasing. Thousands of the young 
men of Spain have been sent to Cuba, where 
they have met their death from disease or 
from the hardships of the campaign. Their 
families believe they would yet be alive 
were it not for the procrastfnating policy cf 
Capt.-Gen. Weyler who, despite his promises 
to put down the rebellion, has apparently 
accomplished little, while his unacclimated 
troops have been dying ‘by scores and hun- 
dreds. 

The leaders of both the Conservative and 
Liberal parties are d'strusted and the po- 
litical outicok is chaotic. Rumors of a 
change in the ministry are frequently put 
into circulation and as frequently denied, 
but in the present temper of the people, the 
succession of the Liberals to power would 
not banish the distrust which prevails 
everywhere. The future is looked forward to 
with much anxiety. 


PLAIN WORDS TO SPAIN. 


Minister Taylor Addresses a Daring 
Letter to the Government. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 11.—The correspondent 
of the Journal at Madrid sends the follow- 
ing cable dispatch: 

A friend of the Duke of Tetuan has just 
revealed the contents of a bold and ex- 
traordinary letter addressed to ‘the Span- 


ish Government last week by United. States 
Minister Tayler. It is satd that the Queen 
Regent was greatly moved when Taylor's 
blunt message was convéyed to her, and 
that the Government now considers the dip- 
lomatic issue with the United States as 
fully defined. 

After announcing that Secretary Olney 
had cabled approval of his condemnation 
of sham Porto Rico reforms as worthless, 
and of promise of greater reforms in Cuba 
as too vague, Minister Taylor wrote in 
plain terms his individual idea of what Sec- 
retary Olney meant when he urged prompt 
action upon Spain. He said in his letter 
to the Spanish Minister of Foreign Affairs 
that unlers Spain offered clear and reason- 
able terms as the basis of peace in Cuba 
before President Cleveland went out of 
office the question of local self-government 
in the island would soon disappear from 
American politics and the only question to 
remain would be the immediate and un- 
conditional recognition of the independence 
of the Cuban Republic. 

Minister Taylor pointed out the fact that 
President Cleveland was confronted by a 
tremendous opposition in America in his 
effortsto befriend Spain and promote peace 
upon the basis of Spanish sovereignty. The 
opposition was divided into two groups— 
those favoring the recognition of the bel- 
ligerency of the Cuban arms and those fa- 
voring immediate, formal recognition of 
Cuban independence. 

By voluntarily proclaiming her intention 
to grant local self-government and genu- 
ine economic reforms in definite language, 
Spain would strengthen the hands of the 
President in dealing with this opposition 
ang would furnish in these explicit prom- 
isas a basis upon which honorable peace 
between Spain and the insurgent armies 
might be established. 

But Minister Taylor pointed out tn unmis- 
takable words that the time in which such 
friendly negotiations might ‘be _ initiated 
was very short. The present administra- 
tion as Washington must soon go out of 
office, and if Spain failed to offer before 
that time such a scheme of real self-gov- 
ernment in Cuba as would commend itself 
to the new world, then all idea of reforms 
in Cuba, emanating from Spain, would pass 
out of view and only one question would 
remain in America—the independence of the 
new Republic. 

The Duke of Tetuan says this is the most 
serious document that has beg¢n written 
since the insurrection began. It is not 
known whether Premier Canovas has yet 
decided what reply he will make to this 
stirring, if not threatening, letter. Since 
his now famous interview with Mr. Cree!- 
man the has been guarded in his expres- 
sions. 

One of Sagasta’s most trusted lieutenants 
told me to-day that if the Liberal party 
should be returned to power now, Ameri- 
can mediation would be at once accepted. 


WHAT MONEY LEARNED. 


Lee Sends Word to Olney That Spain’s 
Cause Is Hopeless. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 11.—Senator-elect 
Money of Mississippi sends the Journal the 
following letter from Washington: 

I have returned,after a two weeks’ absence, 


on @ visit to Cuba, I went there to person- 
‘ally inform myself, for my own guidance 


as a member of the House Foreign Affairs 
Committee, as to the condition of things 


in the island. Accounts have been so con- 
flicting and the reports from Havana so 
diverse that I concluded to make some per- 
sonal discovery in the matter for myself. 

At the very outset I will say that every- 
thing I saw and heard taught me that Spain 
is unable to. cope with the insurrection. 
The last thing Gen. Fitzhugh Lee said to 
me as I left Havana was: 

“Please see Secretary Olney and tell him 
that to-day am more firmly convinced 
than ever that Spain cannot put down the 
insurrection, and that every day it contin- 
ues means a loss of life and property, with- 
out the remotest encouragement of any 
final Spanish success. As I long since told 
him, the insurrection will succeed. My 
judgment to that effect receives daily con- 
firmation."’ 

Yesterday I saw Secretary Olney and 
communicated to him Gen. Lee's message. 
I am not permitted, however, to make pub- 
fic Mr. Olney’s comments. 

The insurgents are so strong that to-day 
thev levy a tax on all the fruit, vegetables, 
milk, corn and meat that enter Havana 
from the country. It is a tax like a tariff, 
and goes to the height of about 2 per cent 
ad valorem. Not a mouthful of Cubart 
product is to-day eaten in Havana that 
does not pay a tariff to the revolution. Irn 
this indirect way, Weyler is himself con- 
tributing to the revolution. 

There is a movement now on foot, mainly 
with the Marquis Apézteguisa to promote 
it, which may have some political effect in 
Cuba. When I left the island the other

GUANABACOA’S TERROR. 


Massacres Almost Beyond Belief Are 
of Frequent Occurrence There. 


KEY WEST, Fla., Jan. 11.—Tales of atroc- 
ities a® Guanabacoa almost beyond belief 
are brought here by every steamer. Thurs- 
day the Spanish soldiers at Col. Fondes- 


Viela’s command rushed through the stree%s 
of the town shouting that the insurgents 
were coming. The inhabitants, alarmed by 
the cry, rushed out of their homes and as 
they emerged they were sho? down by the 
Spaniards. Thirty men, women nad chil- 
dren were killed, and their corpses left in 
the streets. One girl, who fled in her night- 
clothes, prayed fof mercy, but she was as- 
saulted by a Spanish soldier and then 
butchered with a machete. It is significans 
that none of the Spanish inhabitants rushed 
from their homes, showing that they had 
been warned by Col. Fondesvy-ela of the 
trap laid for the Cubans, 

On Friday the Bishop of Havana wens to 
Guanabacoa to prevent further butcheries 
if possible. He found the corpses still in 
the street, but at the Bishop’s request Fon- 
desviela allowed the victims to be inverred. 

A schoolboy 10 years old was killed in 
Guanabacoa on Thursday evening by a 
Spanish patrol because he refused to hurrah 
for Spain. 

More than 500 persons have moved from 
Guanabacoa within ten days. 

Another large pit with dead bodies in it 
has been discovered near Guanabacoa in 
thick underbrush: Decompos:tion was too 
far advanced to permit recognition of the 
bodies. It is supposed that these victims of 
Spanish cruelty belonged to the poorer class 
of that suburb, as many have been reported 
‘“‘missing”’ lately. 

It is also reported tha® in the outskirts 
of Pinar del Rio, capital of the Province of 
that name, the Spanish soldiers go to the 
homes of Cubans, and after tying handker- 
chiefs over the mouths of their victims they 
assaul® the girls, either in their rooms or 
in the yard. Their parents and friends dare 
not say a word for fear of be‘ng put. to 
death on the spot. ) 


ADVENTURES IN CUBA. 


Narrow Escape of Three Americans, 
Who Are Now in Philadelphia. 


PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 11.—James Mce- 
Guire of this city, Jeremiah Bonds of New 
York and Charles W. Allen of Stamford, 


Conn., have just reached th'‘s city, after a 
thrilling experience in Cuba, in the course of 
which William Barry of New York, who 
had accompanied them, was shot and killed 
by Spaniards. 

They were captured near Mariel and made 
a dash for liberty duri the night, Barry 
being killed in the attempt. The remaining 
three escaped, but were again taken a few 
days later. They were offered their liberty 
and passage home if they signed a paper 
swearing allegiance to the Queen of Spain, 
all promising on oath to.do all they could 
against the Cuban cause in the United 
States.

The only safeguard St. Louis citizens 
have against Murphy's toughs is the 
extra vigilance the police are likely to 
exercise over them, now that it is appar- 


ent that they are to be left free to carry 
“on their nefarious warfare against so- 


ciety until, by some act of sandbagging 
or outrage, they place themselves beyond 
even the protection of the Friend of 
Toughs on the bench. 

Perhaps Judge Murphy thinks he is 
guarding the rights of humble citizens 
under that merciful legal maxim that in- 
nocence must be presumed until guilt is 
But the citizens object to this 
fine old maxim being applied indiscrim- 
inately to well-known thieves and law- 
breakers, whom any judge with common 
sense and a regard for the welfare of 
the community would unhesitatingly 
place behind bars, so as to prevent them 
from taking part.in the carnival of crime 
for a short time at least. 

Citizens will do well to study the rogues’ 
gallery of Murphy's Toughs and keep a 
good lookout for them. They have a 
license to roam, rob and maltreat. All 
that can be hoped is that they will exer- 
cise thig license with as much modera- 
tion as the genus Tough is capable &¥.

“A REIGN OF “SPOILS.” 
Mr. McKinley, we are now told, is to 
return to the old method of allowing Re- 


publican Congressmen and; Senators en- 


tire control of the patronage in their dis- 
tricts and States. 

Certainly he is. Mr. McKinley will be 
asking more of Congress than has any 
other President within a generation. He 
will have a distinctive McKinley policy 
to enforce, and a President in such a po- 
sition is always at the mercy of Con- 
Gfressmen, so far as patronage is con- 
cerned.

until the Federal service is filled with 
Republicans.

FORECLOSE THE MORTGAGE. 

Senator Pettigrew proposes to send 
good money after bad money in his bill 
to appropriate $10,000,000 to take up the 
Unton Pacific Railway Company's trust 
notes. These notes, he explains, consti- 
tute a private lien on the branches of the 
main line, not subject to the Government 
mortgage, and that unless the Govern-- 
ment discharges that debt and relieves 
the branch lines of the prior claim, it can. 
not operate them, and its management of 
the main line will result in a loss. 

Senator Pettigrew does not make him- 
self clear tm this connection. There is 
little probability that the bill he pro- 
poses can become a law. As things have 
been managed, and as they now stand, 
both the Central and Union Pacific Com- 


ee 


._ panies are in @ position to defy the Gov. 
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| law, instituted some time ago, served no 
other purpose than that of delay. 

The debt due the Government amounts 
now to $115,000,000. The railroad interests 
propose to refund this debt for a period 
of fifty years at 2 per cent per annum. 
As the Government is now paying double 
that rate of interest on its bonds, on 
which the roads have defaulted, it would 
find itself out over $2,000,000 a year on the 
deal. In the fifty years it would have 
doubled its losses. 

The only proper thing to do is to fore- 
close the mortgage. It is not probable 
that the Government could manage the 
lines at a profit. But it could sell them, 
and if it could realize 50 cents on the dol- 
lar of its indebtedness by the sale, it 
would be making a good escape from a 
very bad business. 

It is strange that, in the very presence 
of such an embarrassment as this, grow- 
ing out of an ill-consideréd subvention ar- 
rangement, there should be interests at 
Washington proposing a practically sim- 
ilar guarantee of the Nicaragua Canal 
project. 


OBSTRUCTION IS FOOLISH. 

The Post-Dispatch pointed out the other 
day to the managers of the railroad cor- 
porations in Missouri that it is the indis- 
criminate obstruction which they have 
offered to all railroad legislation, even 
when it was of a remedial character, that 
is responsible for the rising storm of pop- 
ular feeling, and for the growing de- 
mand for radical and even retaliatory 
legislation. 

On plain grounds of self-interest, it 
would be wise for the railroads to acqui- 
esce in and accept a fair and effective 
Fellow Servant bill. By doing this in the 
proper spirit, they would go far to neu- 
tralize the efforts that will undoubtedly 
be made at the present session to enact 
legislation which they have far more rea- 
son to dread tHan a Fellow Servant bill. 

The House is undoubtedly’ ready for 
thoroughgoing legislation of this charac- 
ter. Apparently the Senate is still under 
the control of the lobby, representing cor- 
poration influences, but it will not do for 


this. Popular legislation enacted by the 
House and held up in the Senate will 
arouse a storm of popular wrath against 
the latter body. Even if the present Sen- 
ate should be obstinate enough to again 
defy public opinion, the next Senate, 
elected when the people’s attention is not 
diverted from State affairs by a Presi- 
dential campaign, would be certain to be 
in accord with the House. Then the 
people’s innings .would come. 

The wisest thing the railroads can do at 
this time is to accept the Fellow Servant 
bill demanded by the workingmen, and 
to cease sending a lobby to Jefferson City 
for purposes of obstruction.

LET NO GUILTY MAN ESCAPE. 


Rev. Dr. Boyd is saying of the School 
Board what has often been said before, 
but he is saying it in an effective way 
and in a way that cannot fail of influ- 
ence at Jefferson City, where the School 
Board will soon be on trial. 

But Dr. Boyd, it.is to be feared, may 
only thunder in the index. The other 
night in a ward meeting where he ap- 
peared for the Civic Federation he was 
confronted by a member of the School 
Board who attributed to him statements 
for which Dr. Boyd felt called upon to 
disclaim the responsibility. The war of 
words led to the statement by Dr. Boyd 
that the Civic Federation is in possession: 
of evidence which ought to put some 
members of the Board in the Peni- 
tentiary, but that the Federation is not 
disposed to prosecute the case so far. 

Why not? If the Civic Federation is in 
possession of evidence of that charac- 
ter it should not withhold it. If it knows 
of incriminating acts by members of the 
Board it becomes its imperative duty 
not only to make them public, but to ex- 
ert the whole of its organized power to 
secure the indictment, conviction and 
punishment of the ‘guilty. In no other 
way can the high public ends and uses 
it is ealled to serve be served so effec- 
tively. 

The conviction of rascals in public of- 
fice is necessary to any real or lasting re- 
form. Wecan go on reorganizing public 
Boatds until the end of time, or devising 
statutes to prevent public delinquencies. 
But we shall fail in the objects aimed at 
so long as weewink at crime in official 
place or stop short of the full measure 
of justice. 

What St. Louis has néeded for a long 
time, and what it needs now, is a clear 
case under the rules of evidence, and a 
strong organized body such as the Civic 
Federation, to prevent a defeat of the 


ends of justice. -

Around This as a Nucleus, Starkloff

Dr. Max Starkloff, Health. Commissioner, 
and aspirant for the Republican nomin- 
ation for Mayor, now has a pdlitical club 
as a nucleus around which to rally his 
fighting forces.

For some time it has been said that Mr. 
Higgins would run in the lead in the race 
for the Excise Commissionership because 
Lewis C. Nelson, the banker and brether- 
in-law of Governor-elect Stephens, was 
working assiduously for him.

MOVEMENT TO PAY LAWYERS | 


MORE THAN WAS AGREED. 


FISHER & KEHR’S OLD CLAIM. 


They Were Special Counsel for the City 
in the Fight With the Ed- 
ison Company. 


A special appropriation bill will be brought 
up in the Council Frid&y night, providing 
for the payment of $5,000 attorneys’ fees to 
Fisher & Kehr for their services in the 
matter of the claim of the city agains*® the 
Edison Electric Light Co., which was com- 
promised by the terms of the Keyes bill 
granting the company conduit rights, condi- 
tioned on their getting their wires under- 
ground before Jan. 1, 1898. 

This bill will bear investigation. It is not 
fully understood by some of the Councilmen 
themselves. It is necessary to review a lit- 
tle past history to “hrow light on ét. 

Nearly two years ago Fisher & Kehr 
were engaged as special counsel to repre- 
sent the city in an effort to collect from 
the Edison company the amount claimed 
by the city under the ordinance by which 
the company was required to pay to the 
city a percentage of its earnings. The re- 
muneration provided for was 8 per cent of 
all amounts recovered by the city by suit 
or compromise. Suit was brought and then 
for a time the matter ended. 

Then, while the suit was still pending, 
the Keyes conduit bill was introduced and 
passed. An amendment provided that the 
company should pay $5,000 on Sept. 1 and 
$5,000 on Jan. 1, and for three years there- 
after, making in all $25,000. This was not for 
conduit privileges, but as a compromise 
of the suit then pending. 

Now comes the bill to appropriate $5,000 
for attorneys’ fees. Special counsel under 
the terms of their appointment are entitled 
to 8 per cent of the amount recovered, or 

2,000 in all. In addition to this they re- 
ceived $2,500 as a retainer in addition to the 
8S per cent. The charter and ordinances 
require that special counsel can only be en- 
gaged by the Mayor with the approval af 
the Council, and they further provide that 
the terms of their remuneration must be 
set forth at the time. This was done, and 
52,000 is all Fisher & Kehr are entitled to 
receive. In considering the special appro- 
priation bill of $5,000, the former action of 
the Council seems to have been overlooked.

ST. LOUISANS WANT TO ADOPT 
THE NEW YORK STATUTE. 


IT WORKS WELL IN THE EAST. 


All Prize Fighting Is Forbidden, but 
Scientific Sparring Is En- 
couraged. 


The New York prize fighting law, under 
which “sparring exhibitions” are being given 
by the leading prize fighters in New York 
City and vicinity, is a very simple affair, 
and covers the whole subject very thor- 
oughly. 

It was passed early in 1896, and has been 
found to work very nicely. 

The law, or one just like it, will in all 
probabilityebe introduced in the Legislature 
at Jefferson City during the present session. 

The full text of the New York enactment is 
as follows: 

Section 1. Sec. 458 of the Penal Code 
hereby amended so as to read as follows: 
Sec. 408. Prize fighting and sparring exhi- 
bitions, aiding therein, etc.: A person who, 
w‘thin this State, engages in, instigates, 
aids, encourages or does any act to further 
a contention or fight, without weapons, be- 
tween two or more persons, or a fight com- 
monly called a ring or prize fight, either 
within of without the State, or who en- 
gages in a public or private sparring exhi- 
bition, with or without gloves, within the 
State, at which an admission fee is charged 
or received, either directly or indirectly, or 
who sends or publishes a challenge, or ac- 
ceptance of a challenge for such a con- 
tention, exhibition or fight, or carries or de- 
livers such a challenge or acceptance, or 
trains or assists any person in training or 
preparing: for such a contention, exhibition 
or fight, is guilty of a misdemeanor; pro- 
vided, however, that sparring exhibitions 
with gloves of not less than five ounces each 
in weight may be held by a domestie incor- 
porated athletic association in a buildinig 
occupied by it for at least one year under 
a lease, or in a building owned and occu- 
pied by such association. ~- 

a 2. This act shall take effect Sept. I, 

96. 
Under the exception cited in the last few 
lines several clubs in New York have some 
very interesting ‘“‘sparring exhibitions’? with 
gloves for limited rounds, and all parties are 
satisfied and reconciled. No well regulated 
New Yorker would think of attending or 
sanctioning a prize fight. They go in for 
science and the manly art.

LINES ARE FIGHTING. 


ST. LOUIS IS INTERESTED. 


Sudden Prominence of New Orleans 
and Galveston as Export Points 
Has Aroused Opposition. 


The movement inaugurated some time ago 
by the St. Louis grain men to secure the 
abulishment of the discriminations against 
St. Louis in the matter of freight rates on 
grain promises to result in a bitter fight be- 
tween the Eastern trunk lines and the South- 
western railroads for the control of the 
grain trade of the West and bring about 
such a slashing of rates as has not been seen 
in several years. Whether St. Louis will be 
benefited by the outcome remains to be 
Been. 

The action taken by the local grain men 
at a meeting held at the Merchants’ Ex- 
change brought the Atlantic seaboard cities 
to a realization of the fact that for the past 
two years their grain trade has been gradu- 
ally slipping away from them and was being 
captured by the Southern ports. The New 
York Produce Exchange then filed a com- 
plaint with the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission in regard to excessive terminal 
charges at that point with a view to com- 
elling the railroads to grant the same facil- 
ties for loading ocean steamships as are 
offered at the Southern and Gulf ports. 

Boston and Philadelphia were preparing to 
make similar demands, but the Eastern 
trunk lines have at last voluntarily decided 
to take a ‘hand in restoring the grain trade 
of these cities, as they see that they have 
been heavy losers by refusing to offer as 
g00d facilities to Western shippers as are 
offered by the Southern roads. 

In New York, Boston and Philadelphia 
they are now granting concessions to ship- 
pers which they have refused for several 
years, but it is doubtful if they will be able 
to repair the damage which has been done

The Gulf ports had no facilities for hand- 
ling and loading grain, and climatic condi- 
tions were such that grain could not be 
stored at these cities for any length of 
time without its becoming ‘‘heated.’’ This 
caused the Eastern railroads to feel so se- 
cure in their control of the trade that they 
became arrogant and refused to grant any 
concessions to shippers. One charge after 
another was added to the terminal charges 
umtil they became almost prohibitive. 

Prior to 1881 the trunk lines at New York 
and Boston kept dredges at work to main- 
tain a sufficient depth in the slips leading 
to the railroad elevators, to enable large 
steamships to load direct from the elevat- 
ors, and ocean vessels were loaded without 
extra charge, but at that time all of the 
railroads adopted an eleva*or charge of 1 
cent per bushel in addition to the regular 
terminal charges. Then the dredges were 
taken off and the slips allowed to fill up so 
that large steamships could not get up to 
the elevators, and grain intended for ex- 
port ‘had to be lightered, thus necessitating 
another charge. 

In the meantime the Gulf ports took ad- 
vantage of this situation of affairs and 
made the most of their opportunities. New 
elevators sprung up at New Orleans and 
Galveston, and every inducement was made 
to exporters to ship their grain by way of 
those cities... The railroads terminating at 
these points took a ‘hand and offered rates 
that, in addition to making other discrim- 
inations in favor of these cities, practically 
offered the free loading of grain on board 
the vessels. 

As a result, while the grain trade of New

TO THE CENTURY BUILDING. 


PREMISES WERE OVERRUN. 


Watchmen Had to Drive Off the Crowd 


Before the Regular Force 
Could Begin. 


-—— 


A forcible illustration of the great lack of 
employment was given at the Century Bu*ld- 
ing, Ninth and Olive streets, Monday morn- 
ing. Two local papers published items Sat- 
urday to the effect that as a sign of the re- 
turn of prosperity on account of McKinley's 
election, 500 men would be put to work on 
the Century Building Monday morning, the 
promoters of the enterprise having obtained 
enough money to resume operations. 

It was good news to hundreds of work- 
ingmen who have had a hard struggle in 
keeping ‘the wolf from the door. They and 
their wives and children were happy Sun- 
day, for every man that read the item 
was sure that he could not fail to get em- 
ployment where 600 were wanted. 

Long before 7 o’clock Monday morning 
men, eager for work, began gathering at 


the Century building. In twos and threes, 
carrying tools and lunch baskets, they ar- 
rived and started on a hunt for the indi- 
viduals who were to do the hiring. 

Some of the men came from Cheltenham 
and the northwest and southwest extremes 
of the city, spending their last cent for car 
fare. A number came fram Collinsville, 
Ill., and other surrounding towns. 

Mechanies of sober, industrious appear- 
ance predominated. Laborers and un- 
skilled workingmen were in a minority. 
There were marble cutters and all kinds 
of stone artisans, iron workers, carpenters, 
etc. 

When the men who are regularly employ- 
ed at the building arrived at 7 o'clock, 
they could not start to work.

POLICE STATIONS OVERTAXED. 


One Man Who Literally Tried to Break 
Into a Calaboose for 
Shelter. 


The biggest charity enterprise in the city 
Police Department. A cold night 


police stations, and there have been nights 
when over 1,000 of the homeless have been 
given shelter. 

Among those who apply are some whose 
stories are pathetic and demonstrate that 
there are many who are willing and able 


to work, and because they cannot find em- 
ployment are starving. 

Capt. Sam Boyd of the Seventh District 
tells some interesting stories of the persons 
who apply at his station for permission to 
sieep on the stone floor about the big 
stove. 

Sunday night a workingman entered the 
station and asked if he could be Kept there 
over night. 

Tha? he was a hard working man his 
calloused hands bore evidence. He said he 
had walked from daylight till dark each 
day for a week in search of work, but could 
find none. Saturday afternoon the landlord 
had turned him and his wife and two chil- 
dren out of their home. Saturday night they 
Slept at the house of a sympa‘inetic neighbor 
and h.s wife and children could remain there 
a few days, but there was no room for him. 
He had come to the police station. 

But he had come late and every bench and 


/ every inch of the floor space was occupiéd 


and even the cells were filled. 

He was told to apply at another station. 
He said he had been to two other stations, 
and at each he was ‘told to find another. 
Then he became excited and said thatif he 
were not kept af the Seventh Station he 
would do something which would cause 
them ‘to arrest him. As he walked out of 
the station he said he would throw a brick 
through the window. 

Capt. Boyd was sitting in his private 
office next to the station entrance, and as 


'the man went out the Captain raised his 


window. Just as he threw it up the man 


| was outside with a cobblestone uplifted in 
‘his hand, 


and in another second it would 
have smashed through the glass. 

Capt. Boyd told tRe desperate man to wait 
then went outside, walked arm 
in arm with him to the corner, gave 
him a quarter, telling him.to go to a lodg- 
ing ‘house. 

Friday night at 9 o’clock two young men, 
well Ccressed, except that their overcoats 
had been traded for food, applied at the 
Seventh District Station for permission to 
sleep in a cell, They aid they had had noth- 
ing to eat in twenty-four hours, and they 
looked it. They came to St. Louis from 
good homes in a Southern city, and for 
two weeks had gone over the city in search 
of work. The first week the’r money gave 
out, and the following four days the land- 
lady’s charity kept them up. When that 
was exhausted they went hungry and 
walked the streets. They were out all 
Thursday night. 

Had they written home they would have 
received assistance, but their pride induced 
them to hhunger and want. 

The officers in the station chipped in and 
got them a meal from a restaurant across 
the street. Saturday morning they left the 
station and said they were going to oo 

at 
means three years in the army because of a 
few days’ desperate destitution. 

The police Captains tell of many other 
instances of poverty. Capt. Campbell of the 
Sixth District Station relates how a woman 
had come ‘to this city with her husband only 
a few days before. She did not know a 
soul in the city. Saiturday she and her ‘hus- 
band quarreled afd he left her without’a 
cent 

The only place she Knew of to ask for 
shelter was a police station. She was nice- 
ly attired in a black dress and a light jack- 
et. Capt. Campbell was preparing to go 
home and he permitted ber to sleep on the 
lounge in his private office.

DRUG CLERK HUMILIATED. 


He Was Mistaken for a Highwayman 
and Arrested.

POSTERITY SHOULD 
SHARE THE BURDEN. 


COUNCILMEN FAVOR INCREASING 
THE BONDED INDEBTEDNESS. 


MONEY MUST BE RAISED. 


Mr. Nagel Alone Thinks Present Tax 
Payers Should Pay for Pub- 
lic Buildings. 


If the City Council thad the power the 
limit of bonded indebtedness would be 
raised. Most of the members are in favor of 
it. But the initial step must be taken by the 
General Assembly, which itself can do no 
more than submit such a proposition to the 
people. " ' 

In his annual message Mayor Walbridge 
said he thought an increase was desirable. 
Without it such permament betterments as 
tpe progress of the city demanded could not 
be made. New bridges across Mill Creek 
Valley, new public buildings and eleemosyn- 
ary institutions and public bath-houses 
were needed. Unless a comprehensive move- 
ment should be made ‘‘the cleaning and mak- 
ing of streets, improvements in parks, ex- 
tension of sewers and employment of the 
Fire and Police Departments must be for- 
ever hampered, because the money wich 
should be applied to these purposes will be 


used in feeble efforts to place our institu- 
tions abreast of the times.’’. 

The debt could be increased $10,000,000, he 
thought, without increasing taxes. He sug- 
gegted some official action to induce the 
Legislature to take it up. 

The suggestion will probably be acted on, 
although some members of the Council can 
not see ‘the propriety or advantage of do- 
ing so. 

President Nagel does not favor.the sug- 
gestion. He said: “I have not considered 
the matter carefully, but I do not think a 
large bonded indebtedness is a good thing. 
It does not improve the credit of a city 
and the sudden acquisition of a large sum 
is likely to lead to reckless expenditure. 
We have fought for the principle of local 
self-government. I do not believe in going 
to Jefferson City for anything which we 
can get at home. We can get more money 
by closer assessment and collection of taxes 
and licenses. I believe rich and poor alike 
would vote to impose upon themselves a 
special-tax for public buildings, With these 
so provided and the new City Hall complet- 

we would be able to get along. It is 
business not to keep within 
means.’’ 

Mr. Uthoff said: “We must have money 
for bridges, hospitals and other permanent 
improvements. Increasing the bonded in- 
debtedness is the only way to get it. The 
city could very well stand an increase of 
$10,000,000. These permanent improvements 
are for the use of posterity. It is not right 
that we should bear all the burden,” 

Mr. Gast is very emphatic. ‘The esugges- 
tion is good,”’ he said. ‘“‘It is the best thing 
Mayor Walbridge ever said—the only good 
thing he ever said. It is the only equitable 
way of paying for such improvements. Why 
should we tax ourselves to death for things 
from which the succeeding generition will 
get an equal benefit. Ten millions is not 
enough. It should be at least four times 
that much.’”’ : 

Mr. Clark said: “Of course I favor it. 
The condition of the eleemosynary institu- 
tions is a disgrace to the city. The Munwi- 
pal Assembly should promptly urge the 
Legislature to act.’’ 

Mr. Iveg takes a conservative position. 
He said: ‘I would first want to be satis- 
fied that every possible means of increas- 
ing the city’s revenue had been exhausted. 
I don’t think they have. The proposed 
creation of a License Commissioner should 
increase it. As a last resort I would favor 
it only as a means of meeting emergencies. 
such as the present need for a hospital. I 
should like to see the money for this pur- 
pose raised that way, and the sinking fund 
devoted to extending it and keeping it in 
condition,”’ 

Mr. Keyes: “I amin favor of it. More 
and better bridges are a necessity. If per- 
manent improvements were taken care of 
in that way we would have more money for 
streets and boulevards and parks. We are 
scandalously behind the times in this lat- 
ter respect. It is not too much to extend 
the limit $10,000,000, but the bonds should 
not all be issued at once.”’ 

‘Mr. Ferriss: “I have not read the May- 
or’s suggestions carefully, but if the neces- 
sity for more money is pressing that is the 
right way to raise it. The city can stand 
a greater bonded indebtedness.’’ 

Mr. Heckel spoke warmly and took a shy 
at the Mayor. He gaid: “It ought to be 
done. Ten millions is not .too much, St. 
Louis is rapidly advancing. Her bonded 
indebtedness has not kent commensurate 
pace with her progress. But in alluding to 
the decrease of $377,000 during ‘the past year 
and suggesting official action, the Mayor js 
simply throwing bouquets at himself. There 
is a sinking fund for calling in the bonds, 
and the administration deserves no credit 
for doing what it could not help doing. No 
official action by the Municipal Assembly is 
possible.”’ 

Mr. Kotany said: “I believe in it. I don't 
see how we can make improvements with- 
out it. We could build the hospital grad- 
ually, but that is not desirable. Better re- 
sults can be accomplished if we have the 
money on hand for the whole job. If we 
had had all the money for the new City 
Hall ft would have cost less and been bet- 
ter. Ten millions is none too much.”

ACTRESS HEARD HIM GROAN. 


He Was Member of the “‘Siberia’’ Com- 
pany, and His Father Is a 
Wealthy Chicagoan. 


William Schmit, known to the theatrical 
world as W. W. Stafford, completed the last 
act of all at 1:10 o'clock Monday morning, 
two hours after his appearance with the 
“Siberia” company at Havlin’s Theater. 

His sudden death in his room at the St. 
James Hotel was the end of a career of dis- 
appointment, which had been illy-compen- 
sated for by the wealth he commanded 
through hig father, a prominent member of 
the Chicago Board of Trade. 

Stafford began ‘his theatrical career as a 
star in Shakspearean productions. When 
it ended he was playing a minor part in a 
melodrama. 

The company arrived in St. Louis from 
Hannibal, Mo., early Sunday morning. 
Stafford spent part of the morning with 
Manager Garen of the theater, a close 
friend. At the matinee he took his accus- 
tomed role as Jaracoff,' the young Russian 
Governor, the villain of the piece. 

At the evening performance he played 
with more than usual effect, and on leaving

the theater accompanied E. L. Duane and 
other members of the troupe to Tony 
Faust’s. 

He had been in excellent spirits all day 
and his cheerfulness continued at Faust’s. 
He was not a dissipated man and was par- 
ticularly abstemious Sunday night, taking 
merely a glass of beer and a sandwich. 

Shortly after midnight he parted from his 
friends, remarking to Duane that he would 
be good and go to bed early. He went at 
once to his hotel and retired. 

About 1 o’clock, Miss Kate Burns of the 
company, occupying the room adjoining, 
heard Stafford groaning. She knocked at 
his door, asking if he needed assistance. 
Just then he called for help and, the door 
being unlocked, Miss Burns went in, 

Stafford was in bed. He asked Miss Burns 
if she had any whisky. ™ 

As she started towards the door to ring 
for a boy, foam gathered on the man’s lips 
and he fell back dead. 

Dr. E. M. Powers, house physician at the 
Southern, was summoned, also Dr. Harry 
D. Kneedler. Dr. Powers expressed the be- 
lief that death was due to natural causes, 
which was concurred in by Dr. Kneedler. 

A short while after the body was removed 
to Alexander’s undertaking rooms on Olive 


street. 

Stafford’s parents, Mr. and Mrs. F, P. 
Schmit, reside in Chicago. Schmit is a 
wealthy pork packer. Manager Quinn tele- 
graphed them Monday morning and was in- 
structed to have the remains prepared for 
shipment on the Chicago & Alton at 11:30 
o'clock this evening. Mr. and Mrs. Schmit 
will arrive this evening tc accompany the 
remains to Chicago. 

Mabe! Florence, Stafford’s wife, now with 
Davis & Keogh, New York, was telegraphed 
to also. 

Stafford’s stage career began fifteen years 
ago, when he was about 23 years old. He 
was a college graduate and had received a 
thorough course in elocution under Prof. 
Walter C. Lyman and a dramatic 
training under various competent teachers, 
ineluding well known actors. He was im- 
bued with a desire for histrionic fame. 
Without waiting to assume smaller roles 
and laboriously struggle to the top, the 
ordinary road to theatrical honors, young 
Schmit at once began starring Shakspear- 
ean plays. 

His father had great faith in his ability 
and backed him. 

The ambitious young man assumed the 
name W. W. Stafford, surrounded himself 
with competent tctors, and continued his 
venture two or three seasons. Af the end 
of that time his father had lost about $109,- 
000 in his son’s enterprise. He concluded 
that while his son had genius and was real- 
ly a great actor, the puuvlic was unapprecia- 
tive, and did not deserve any further expen- 
ditures foritsimprovement. He according- 
ly withdrew.his support. 

Stafford then contented himse'f with minor 
parts. He was for a time with Booth and 
Barrett, and «ix or seven years ago starred 
in ‘‘The Devil’s Mine.’”’ It was a company 
formed by him and backed by his father, in 
the belief that he would command the at- 
tention of the public in melodrama, where 
he had failed to do so in the legitimate. The 
soubrette in the company was Mabel Flor- 
ence of Philadelphia, who had been on the 
stage since she was 10 vears: old. Stafford 
fell in love with her, and they were mar-
